Between 700 and 800 persons 
participated in the meeting when 
the fighting began.

$1,800,000 FEDERAL LOAN 
TURNED OVER TO FRISCO ROAD

Thus, on Mills’ insistence, the 
committee revised its surtax rates 
to make the scale culminate pn a 
top rate of 45 per cent on income 
in excess of $1,000,000 a year, in- 
stead of the 55 per cent rate adopt- 
ed yesterday. In addition, it abol- 
ished the penalty for corporations: 
making consolidated returns, and 
authorized corporations to carry | 
over losses for a period of one vear | 
in making deductions. 

Although the Secretary expressed 
himself as satisfied with the dras- 
tic increases voted yesterday in the 
income tax rate—namely, 
4 per cent on the first $4000 of net 
income and 8 per cent on all above 
that amount—the committee /de- 
cided, after reducing the surtax 
rates, to make a slight adjusiment | 
in the normal rates. Accordingly, 
it settled on 3 per cent for the tirst 
$4000, 6 per cent for the next 


that. 

Moreover, the» committee voted 
to retain the present 25 per cent 
deduction for earned income, 
which the House had reduced to 
12% per cent. 

Some Drastic Increases. 

On the other hand,*drastic in- 
creases Were made in the rates on 
automobiles, trucks, accessores, 
lubricating oil, malt and wort,{a 
the exemption on the ad-nission ;

- PARIS, May 6.—Pau! Doumer, 
| 75-year-old President of the 
'French Republic, was shot twice 
‘and dangerously wounded to- 
| day by an assassin identified as 
a “‘white” Russian, as Doumer 
was opening an exhibition of 
vooks by war veterans. 

Two blood transfusions and a 
trepanning operation were per- 
formed immediately and the doc- 
tors held some hope that he would 
recover, but they said the situa- 
tion was very grave. 

At 8:30 tonight a third trans- 
fusion was performed. Loss of 
blood from a severed artery under 
his arm was causing the doctors 
considerable concern. Budget 
Minister Pietri said at 8:45 
that the President was getting a 
light sleep. 

Bulletin by Doctors. 

An official bulletin issued to- 
night said that two bullets en- 
tered the President’s body. One of 
them crossed the region at the 
base of the skull and came out on 
a level with the right cheek bone, 
while the other entered at the 
level of the armpit and came out 
‘behind the shoulder, causing a 
heavy hemorrhage. 

At 6 p. m., when the patient's 
shock had been ameliorated by 
several blood transfusions, the 
surgeons tied the axillary artery, 
which had been completely sey 
ered. 

The official bulletin said the 
President’s temperature was 37.2 
centigrade (98.96 Fahrenheit) 
and his pulse 120. His condition 
was said still to be grave. — 

The police hammered at the as- 
sassin until they learned that he 
was Paul Gouguloff, that he 
had come here from Monaco es- 
pecially to kill Doumer and that 
his motive was revenge for the 
French refusal to intervene in 
Russia against the Bolsheviki.

Doumer had come from the 
Elysee Palace with Claude Far- 
rere, novelist. Together they en- 
tered the grand hall of the Baron 
de Rothschild Foundation, near 
the palace. 

Farrere walked with bim up the 
grand staircase, where the Presi- 
dent. paused to sign a copy of a4 
book by a contemporary author.

Ambassador Quotes J. P. Mor- 
gan in Address at Lon- 
don Luncheon. 


‘ By the Associated Press. 

' LONDON, May 6.—J. P. Mor- 
,gan’s four-word’ sermon, “Never 

_$ell America Short,” was preached 
again today by United States Am- 
bassador Mellon to a gathering of 
bankers and business men at @ 


luncheon in London's City Hall. 
- “A&A great and patriotic American 
who lived much in England and 
loved his country, once said to a 
compatriot, ‘Never sell America 
short,’” said Mellon. | 

“I would reiterate what Mr. Mor- 
gan said then, and I would apply it 
to England‘no less than to my own 
country. | 

“None of us has any means of 
knowing when or how we ghall 
emerge from the valley of depres- 
sion in which the world is now 
traveling. But I do know that, as 
4n the past, a day will come when 
we shall find ourselves on a more 
solid economic foundation and the 
enward march of progress will be 
resumed.”’ 

The Ambassador said that often 
it was difficult to obtain a true 
picture on one side of the ocean of 
what was happening on the other. 

“Over there,” he said, “you read 
that our Congress is having diffi- 
culty balancing the budget, and 
one is apt to get an impression 
that there is a lack of will on the, 
part of either the Congress or the | 
country, whereas the opposite is the 
case. The country has determined 
that the Government shall set its 
own house in order and that the 
public credit shall be protected at 
all costs.” 

Mellon said the important thing 
to remember was that Congress was 
secking to levy more than a bil- 
lion dollars in new taxes and that 
that was not an easy thing for any 
legislative body to do. 

President Hoover, he said, “has | 
shown leadership of the highest 
order,”’ and when the full effect of 
the legislation he has inspired is 
felt, ‘“‘banking and business organi- 
zations will be in position to take 
advantage of any improvement in 
the general situation when it 
comes.”’

“There have been wage reduc- 
tions in the rates of pay to street 
railway employes in a large num- 
ber of companies throughout the 
country. In most instances these 
reductions have been made by mu- 
tual agreement between the em- 
ployes and the employer com- 
panies! For example, by such 
agreement the union employes in 
Cleveland (affiliated with the same 
national association of street rail- 
way employees as our Local 788), 
as of March 1, 1932, took & reduc- 
tion of 12 cents an hour in plat- 
form wages, thereby reducing to 
60 cents the rate of pay for two 
man operators and to 65 cents the 
rate of pay for one man opérators. 
We are not in this crisis asking our 
men to assist in meeting it by tak- 
ing a starvation rate of wage. The 
present platform rates of 68.4 
cents to one man operators and 


62.1 cents to two man operators 
will, when reduced by 10 per cent 
on June 1, 19323, be higher than 


\the rates paid today In East St 


Louis or Kansas City where the 
cost of living to men similarly em- 
ployed is fairly comparable to that 
in St. Louis. 

Strike Vote “Idle Gesture.” 

“I believe that a so-called secret 
ballot strike vote is an idle gesture 
and is merely a technical step. By 
such vote the leaders are given au- 
thority to command. Men follow 
their leaders. We do not blame 
thern for that. Yet it is the lead- 
ers who are to blame if they cause 
the suffering to follow for any iill- 
advised action. If these leaders 
do erder their men out, then such 
of these men who obey that com- 
mand will suffer from unemploy- 
ment. Some of them have devoted 
so much of their life to this in- 
dustry that they are not well fitted 
for other employment and could 
not get it even in more prosperous 
times. In such a situation of pain 
and unhappiness there would be 
only one alleviating fact—the op- 
portunity to employ many deserv- 
ing men now unemployed.”

Grade Teachers Offered 10 Days. 

The Grade Teachers’ Association, 
representing most of the element- 
ary instructors—a group receiving 
almost half of the entire payroll— 
offered recently to contribute 10 
days’ pay in the year. A spokes- 
man for the association asserted 
today that no agreement had been 
made to give 20 days’ pay. Supt. 
Gerling explained that officers of 
the association had agreed in ¢on- 
ference with him and President 
Murphy to contribute also pay for 
holidays, amounting to about 10 
days a year. 

As announced by the Finance 
Committee, the reduction in pay- 
roll by departments will be: Teach- 
ers and principals, $853,625; other 
Instruction Department employes, 
$47,114; Building Department, 
$62,359.80 (not counting savings 
on some employes dropped recent- 
ly); Finance Department, $2717: 
Supply Department, $1440.30; Au- 
diting Department, $1435.62; Legal 
Department, $438.35. The total 
saving amounts to about 8.6 per 
cent of the payroll. 

The various department heads 
obtained agreements from employes 
to contribute their pay as a means 
of. necessary school economy. In 
the case of principals and ~ grade 
teachers the action was taken 
through their organizations. No 
written acceptance of the cut has 
been received from high and vo- 
cational school teachers. 

Statement by the Board. 

The following statement was is- 
sued: 

“The public being interested in 
all matters of economy, the Finance 


“Committee is very happy to an- 


nounce that through the voluntary 
action of every employe of the 
board, the board will effect a sav- 
ing of $959,139.07 for the coming 
fiscal year. This has been brought 
about by the voluntary agreement 
of the employes to contribute 20 
days of their time without compen- 
sation. . This action is highly ap- 
preciated by the board, since it 
helps us materially in balancing 
the budget, and we feel sure the 
public at large also recognizes the 
magnanimous attitude of the em- 
ployes.”’ 

Economies of $360,600 in the in- 
struction department also were an- 
nounced. They include: Elimina- 
tion of summer schools this year, 
$200,000; retrenchment in evening 
schools, $50,000; playgrounds, $25,- 
000; continuation schools, $20,000; 
kindergartens, $15,000; special] 
schools, $600; hygiene division, 
$5000. The board also plans to 
save $400,000 by reduction of the 
volume of summer repairs to 
buildings- and equipments and 
$250,000 by reversion of supply de- 
partment appropriations. 

Receipts for the next fiscal vear 
now are estimated at $10,760,000.

The most essential factor to 
economic recovery today is the 
restcretion of confidence. In 
spite of the unquestioned bene- 
ficial effect of the remedial 
measures already caken and the 
gradual improvement in funda- 
mental conditionr fear and 
alarm prevail in the country 
because of events in Washing- 
ton which have greatly dis- 
turbed the public mind. 

Constructive Work Offset. 

The manner in which the 
House of Representatives re- 
jected both the revenue pro- 
gram proposed by the Treas- 
ury and the program  unani- 
mously reported by the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means; the 
character of the tax measures 


passed; the action of the

the budget. Nothing is more 
necessary at this time than bal- 
ancing the budget. Nothing will 
put more heart into the coun- 
try than prompt and courage- 
ous and united action in enact- 
ing the legislation which this 
situation imperatively demands. 
and an equally determined 
stand in defeating unwise and 
unnecessary legislation. 

Most expeditious action is 
necessary if the revenues, ap- 
propriations, economy _legisla- 
tion and a balanced budget are 
to be attained before the be- 
._ ginning of the new fiscal year 
on July 1 next. 

The details and requirements 
of the situation are now well 
known to the Congress and 
plainly require: 

1. The prompt enactment of 
a revenue bill adequate to pro- 
duce the necessary revenue and 
so designed as to distribute the 
burdens equitably and not to 
impede economic recovery. 

2. A drastic program of 
economy which, including the 
savings already made in the ex- 
ecutive budget of $369,000.000, 
can be increased to exceed 
$700,000,000 per annum. Con- 
sidering that the whole Federal 
expenditure, except about $1.- 
700,000,000 is for uncontrolla- 
ble obligations, this would rep- 
resent an unprecedented reduc-

Dec. 9, last; a reconsideration 
of the legislation covering those 
economy projects which require 
repeal or* amendment to the 
laws; and an effective grant of 
authority to the executive to 
reorganize and consolidate and 
eliminate unnecessary govern- 
ment bureaus and establish- 
ments. 

In the category of appropri- 
ations within the authority of 
the Appropriations Committees, 
those committees have given 
some months to devoted con- 
Sideration of the executive bud- 
get, which as I have said in it- 
self carried aé_ reduction of 
$360,000,000 below the expendi- 
tures of the current year. 

Further Cuts Possible. 

Considering the situation in 
the country and a study of the 
results so far attained by the 
committees, togethér with a re- 
view by the executive officials, 
I am convinced that, subject to 
the inclusion of conditions men- 
tioned later, a reduction of at 
lease $230,000,000 below the ex- 
ecutive budget can be made in 
the supply bills (of which some 
$70,000,000 or $80,000,000 may 
be the subject of deficiency bills 
at the next session).

more than 15 per cent, but sub- 
ject to the approval of the di- 
rector of the budget: and to 
suspend the leave with pay so 
that the five-day week and its 
equivalent to salaried employes 
can be installed where neces- 
sary. 

Inhuman to Oust Employes. 


With the reduction proposed 
in the original budget, togeth- 
er with the further reductions 
here proposed, it will be neces- 
sary to discharge 50,000 to 
100,000 employes, unless we di- 
vide the remaining work of the 
Government amongst the whole 
of its employes, just as has been 
done in industry, I know of 
nothing more inhuman in the 
present situation’ than for the 
Government to add to the pool 
of unemployment and destitu- 
tion when it is entirely unnec- 
essary and can be provided 
against by the same measures 
which were undertaken by in- 
dustry at the request of the 
Government itself nearly three 
year# ago. 

In the category of further 
economies which can enly be 
made by changes in laws which 
would give authority to the ex- 
ecutive and the Appropriations 
Committees, many items were 
proposed by executive officers 
of the Government, and some 
portions of them were embodied 
in the bill presented by the spe- 
cial Economy Committee t~- the 
House of Repre :entatives. Less 
than $30,000,000 direct and defi- 
nite savings were covered in 
the bill which finilly passed 
the House. Many of the inde- 
terminate and indirect savings 


in that legislation cannot be 


ct 


; realized until late in the new 
year or after that. 

Many of the recommenda- 
tions which were rejected by 
the House of Representatives 
should again be considered. 
Aside from the economy pro- 
posals affecting employes which 
are here included in the above 
discussion of the supply bills, 
there are opportunities to in- 
crease the direct savings pro- 
vided for in the House economy 
bill from $30,000,000 to 
$130,000,000 to  $150,000,000, 
plus many indeterminate items 
which would result in further 
economies. 


Correction of Abuses. | 

These savings would be over 
and above the amounts of sav- 
ings referred to in the direct 
appropriations. Without going 
into the merits or demerits of 
the proposals, they do represent 
the correction of abuses and fhe 


curtailment of unnecessary 
functions of the Government 
and embrace item: that can be 


dispensed with during the pres- 
ent critical period. 

In the category of economies 
that can be made by consolida- 
tion, reorganization and elim-. 
ination of the less necessary 
bureaus, commissions, etc., the 
authority given in the measure 
passed by the House of Repre- 
sentatives is so restricted that 
it cannot be made effective until 
late in the next fiscal year. 

In order to expedite this econ- 
omy, Il earnestly recommend that 
the executive be authorized to 
proceed immediately in the con- 
solidation of public works, and 
personnel, partly provided in the 
House economy bill, public 
health, merchant marine, con- 
servation, education, munitions 
manufacture, army and navy 
hospitals, aviation fields, and 
other specific army and navy 
activities which may advanta- 
geously be consolidated for the 
purpose of economy and more 
effective administration. 

Need Imperative. 

The savings to be made are 
indeterminate, but very consid- 
erable. If made by executive 
action within the above direc- 
tion from the Congress they can 
be made promptly. 

The imperative need of the 
nation today is a definite and 
conclusive program for balanc- 
ing the budget. Uncertainty 1s 
disastrous. It must be in every 
sense a national program. Sec- 
tional. partisan, group or class 
considerations can have no place 
in it. 

Ours is a Government of all 
the people, created to protect 
and promote the common good, 
and when the claims of any 
group or class are inconsistent 
with the welfare of all, they 
must give way. 

Various groups and sections 
of the country have brought in- 
sistent and delaying pressures to 
bear for the adoption or rejec- 
tion of various projects which 
would yield great economy and 
revenue. They have not realized 
that sacrifice by all groups is 
essential to the salvation of the 
nation. They have not recog- 
nizeq the gravity of the prob- 
lems with which we are con- 
fronted. They apparently do 
not know that by their actions 
they are imposing losses on 
members of their own groups 
and sections through stagnation, 
unemployment, decreased com- 
modity prices, far greater than 
the sacrifices called for under 
these suggestions. 

Undermining Popular Rule. 

The Government cannot be 
dictated to by organized minori- 
ties. . Such action will under- 
mine all popular government. I 
know that these actions do not 
reflect the will of the country. 
and I refuse to believe that the 
country is unable to reflect its 
will in legislation. 

In conclusion let me urge the 
national necessity for prompt 
and resolute and unified action. 
keeping constantly in mind the 
larger aspects of the problem 
and that the necessity for these 
measures is born of a great na- 
tiorral emergency. If such a 
program should te agreed to by 
the leaders and members of 
both houses tt would go far to 
restore . business, employment 
and agriculture alike, it would 
have a. most reassuring effect 
on the country.

SENATE VOTES 
10 BUILD NAVY T 
TREATY LIMITS 


Hale Bill Merely Authorizes 
Construction and Carries 
No Appropriation—Goes 
to House. 


By the Assvuciated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 6. — The 
Senate today passed the Hale bill 
to bring the Navy up to treaty 
limits, 

The vote was 44 to 21. 

The measure carries no appro- 
priation. It authorizes construction 
of the American Navy to the lim- 
its prescribed by the London and 
Washington treaty agreements. The 
total program would involve ap- 
proximately a billion dollars. The 
President would be authorized to 
suspend it upon the conclusion of 
any new limitations agreement. 

The legislation now goes to the 
House where the Naval Committee 
favors the bill but has agreed not 
to press it at this time: 

The bill was vigorously: opposed 
by Senator Nye (Rep.), North Iva- 
kota, as a waste of money and “a 
program of national! suicide.” 

“Here we are,” he said, “about 
to shut our eyes and swallow this 
increased burden of taxation and 
continue the Government in the 
most wasteful enterprise known to 
man.” 

“Our greatest dangers are from 
within, not from without our bor- 
ders,” he asserted. “All the armies 
of Europe, Asia and Africa com- 
bined, with a Bonaparte as a com- 
mander, could not by force take a 
drink from the Ohio River or leave 
a track on the Blue Ridge in a 
thousand years.” 

Assailing “propaganda” which he 
said has driven Congress into a 
“hysteria” of effort to economize 
and balance the- budget, Nye pro- 
tested against using money de- 
rived from cutting the salaries of 
low-income Government employes 
“to build battleships.” 


NORRIS FOR ROOSEVELT 
IF HE 1S NOMINATED 


Senator Says He Was Right in His

WASHINGTON, May 6.—Senator 
George W. Norris, Prosressive Re- 
publican of Nebraska, announced 
last night that he would support 
Gov.

SHANGHAI, May 6.—The Jap- 


anese army around Shanghai, esti- 
mated at 30,000 men, began evacu- 
ating the area today. The evacua- 
tion. in accordance with the truce 
signed yesterday by representatives 
of Japan and China, is to continue 
increasingly each day until the en- 
tire Japanese force has retired 
within the Internationa! Settlement

A mixed commission, composed 
of two representatives each of 
China, Japan, the United States, 
Great Britain, France and Italy, 
is supervising the withdrawal. 
United States Consul-Genera!l Ed- 
win 8S. Cunningham and United 
States Military attache Drysdale 
are understood to be representing 
the United States. 

The Chinese emphasized on 
signing the truce, that the agree- 
ment in no way restricts the move- 
ment of Chinese troops in Chinese 
territory. The Nanking Govern- 
ment announced that a_e special 
force of Chinese constabulary 
woull take over the area now oc- 
cupied by the Japanese and police 
it. The constabulary is‘ now be- 
ing formed. 

Reports emanating from Jap- 
anese sources said the Japanese 
Government probably would move 
for a round table conference here 
to settle all Chinese-Japanese is- 
sues, including the problem of 
Manchuria and. the anti-Japanese 
boycott in China. What the Chi- 
nese attitude would be toward such 
a proposal was not made known. 

The foreign press here haltled 
the truce as a great easing of the 
Chinese-Japanese situation, but the 
Chinese newspapers remained skep- 
tical, declaring that only time could 
tell how effective the pact would 
be.

mores from which he spoke. With the mellowing in- 
fluence of the years, we believe few will begrudge his 
remains the honor just bestowed upon them. 

SMALL BUSINESSES IN THE DEPRESSION. 

The midgets of the business world are often over 
Jooked In our awe at the vast activities of the com 
mercial mammoths, yet the smaller establishments 
play an important part in the nation’s economy. They 
are now gaining new recognition for the high aver- 
age of syccess they have shown in weathering the 
depression. Their quick adaptability, compact or- 
ganization, low overhead and careful policies have 
enabled many of these smaller concerns to trim their 
sails and ride before the economic gale, while some 
of the larger firms have proved unwieldy craft in 
the stormy seas. It has been something of a debunk- 
ing process. As Dr. Julius Klein, Assistant Secretary 
of Commerce, expressed it in a recent radio address, 
“This depression has brought home to us that mere 
size is not desirable in itself.” ; 

With absentee management, larger concerns have 
found it impossible to make the quick decisions nec 
essary to meet the current fluctuations. While 4 far- 
off board of directors or a distant committee is rumi- 
nating, the little man may step in and sell the goods. 
The small concern is not so likely to have taken the 
mushroom or the pyramid as the model for its com- 
mercial architecture; it is neither over-expanded nor 
involved with profitless affiliates and parasitic hold- 


‘ing companies. 


Smaliness of size is often a technical] asset in these 
times, although mass production methods have not, 
of course, outlived their usefulness, but are likely to 
be modified for use in smaller units. A current ex- 
ample is the steel company that refused a haif-mil- 
lion-dolilar order—it would not have paid to reopen 
one of its plants to fill it. To a small firm, on the 
other hand, the order was manna from heaven. 

The current trend is all to the good. Undoubtedly, 
husiness was growing too fast and to excessive pro- 
portions. The larger firms are learning the lesson, 
and are placing their plants in separated localities, 
planning their sales campaigns in local units rather 
than on a nation-wide scale. The smal] concern, lo- 
cally owned and managed, is a community asset, 
while the profits of the huge companies usually are 
drawn from the local field and sent eastward. 

Discussion of loosening the anti-trust laws must 
take these smaller concerns into consideration. They 
would speedily succumb to merger or failure if their 
larger rivals were enabled to close the field to com- 
petition. And by their capability in the depression, 
the smaller firms have proved their worthiness to 


survive. 
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SMITH, McADOO AND HEARST. 

The scene was Madison Square Garden. The year, 
1924. Alfred E. Smith in this corner. William Gibbs 
McAdoo in the other corner. A great fight, at the 
end of which John W. Davis was chosen to drive the 
corpse of the Democratic party to the cemetery.

The prog- 
ress in this direction is indicated by comparative 
figures in the society’s annua] report, just issued: 
7.5 per cept of admissions to schools for the blind 
in 1931 were victims of ophihalmia neonatorum (or 
“babies’ sore eyes”), while in 1907 the figure was 23 | 
per cent. The society takes occasion to warn parents 
of dangers that menace their children’s vision from 
unheeded sources, such as firecrackers, air guns and 
sharp-pointed toys. These can be reached only in| 
part by legislation, but the parents’ discretion is all- | 
important. Another important item in preservation 
of vision among children is the work of sight-saving 
classes in public schools. | 

In the industrial field, a great deal has been ac 
complished by use of safety devices. but much re 
mains to be done. It is estimated that each year 
2000 workmen lose the sight of one or both eyes, 
that 300,000 minor eye injuries are incurred in the 
same time, while the waste in medical costs, compen- 
sation and time lost js estimated at $50,000,000 a 
year. All this despite the fact that, as the report 
says, “most industrial eye accidents are preventable.” 

While science is making progress in finc’ng out 
about the ills that beset man’s most precious sense, 
such an organization serves a valuable purpose with 
its warnings and teachings of prevention. 
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BRAZIL SLASHES A _ TARIFF. 

Brazil has had a shcrt, costly experience with the 
tariff, has seen the error of her ways, repented and 
reformed. A few weeks ago, htavy duties were placed 
on movie films, which, producers said, would close 
more than half of the theaters in the country. The 
predicted result presumably followed. Anyhow. 
President Getulio Vargas has issued a decree, cutting 
duties to the minimum. On educational films, a re 
duction of 90 per cent has been ordered, and 60 per 
cent on the Hollywood school of fine arts. So Brazil 
will go to the picture shows again, and the moderate 
levy, it is expected, will yield more revenue than

Wages and Mass Consumption 


Many producers, in their competitive struggle for profits, look upon wages as merely 
another cost, to be kept low as possible; for industry as a whole, however, reduced 
pay means a smaller market; reductions in time of economic crisis aggravate de- 
pression; women and children are forced to work, lowering standards of sociéty.

of businesses, and the consequent com- 
petitive struggle for profits, wages are 
looked upon by producers primarily as an 
important—often the most extensive—fac- 
tor in the cost of production. Every dollar 
cut from the labor bill appears to be a dol- 
lar adéed to the possible margin of profit. 
This looks like plain and simple arith- 
metic. And for the single producer it is. 
But not for all producers. For wages are 
exactly as important an element in the pur- 
chasing power of the market as they are in 
the cost of production. Every dollar cut 
from wages takes a dollar away from the 
total effective demand for products.

[J ex ves a system of private ownership 


Probably very few producers catch this 
vision of the relationship. and those who 
do are not much impressed by it. For the 
saving in the cost of production is imme- 
diate and specific: the loss in the market 
is remote and diffused. Every dollar that 
John Smith can save out of wages in bis 
radio factory slips smoothly and directly 
into his own pocket. The loss in purchas- 
ing power is spread over 10,000 products, 
and only an infinitesimal fraction of it 
ever comes back to him. If he is manu- 
facturing something like steel rails or 
steamship boilers, which none of his em- 
ployes ever actually purchases, he feels 
none of the loss directly. In any case, the 
matter-of-fact employer is glad enough to 
seize the immediate profit. and take his 
chance with the eventua! loss, paying little 
heed to the rumbling of a distagt drum. 

But the extension of this practice to any 
large number of producers means eventual 
disaster not only to those who do adopt it, 
or those who do not, but to all producers 
alike, and the community in general. The 
readiness with which employers resort to 
this expedient of lowering wages whenever 
bard times threaten is precisely one of the 
reasons depressions gain headway so rapid- 
ly and last so long. 


A correlative procedure takes place on 
the part of the employes. When wages are 
low, or the temptation to increase the fam- 
ily income is great, the natural thing seems 
to be for the wife and children to go out 
to work, and thus to add their earnings to 
the wages of the “natural bread-winner.” 
This may work very weil for the individual 
family, which naturally becomes an object 
of envy to the neighbors. They begin to 
follow suit. 

But so soon-as any considerable number 
of wage earners begin to increase the fam- 
ily income in this way, the employers of 
labor perceive that these incomes are now 
more than sufficient to enable the worker 
to keep himself alive and raise up an ade- 


‘quate contribution to the next generation 


of laborers. So they begin to cut wages. 
And as wages go down, more and more 
families are forced to send their wives and 
children to work in order to keep from 
starvation, and so the evil system becomes 
firmly entrenched. 

The whole economic history of the nine- 
teenth century furnishes a striking illustra- 


tion of this principle and this process. 
With the introduction of the new niachines 
and factory processes that marked the be- 
ginning of the industrial revolution, the oid 
skilled workers found themselves no longer 
in demand. The new kind of work could 
be done profitably by children of t0, 3 and 
6 years. So there arose the amazing spec- 
tacle of self-respecting and expert -crafts- 
men staying at home in idleness and keep- 
ing house while their little children went 
out to work and earned the family bread. 

In time, of course, there arose a genera- 
tion that had unlearned its technica! skill, 
abandoned its pride of craftsmanship. and 
was content to be a docile cog in a machine. 
By this time, labor conditions had sunk 60 
low that only a new type of legisiation-— 
that is, definitely socialized action—pre- 
vented the development of an industria! 
System that would have made the present 
sorry picture look like a paradise. 


Under the individualistic system of cap- 
italized production, the theory of - wages 
that comes closest to the facts is the old 
“iron law,” interpreted in terms of the fam- 
lily rather than the individual. The family 


income of the laboring class tends on the 


average fo fali to the minimum necessary 
to keep the workers alive and in a state 
of fair economic efficiency and to keep a 
continuous crop of new workers flowing 
into the gaps left vacant by the elimination 
of the old. If social custom or law allows 
only one bread-winner in the family, his 
incOme cannot fall below this amount. If, 
on the contrary, there are several earners 
in the typical family, their total income 
cannot rise much above this point. 

It is very doubtful whether the wage- 
earning class as a whole in Western coun- 
tries is one whit better off economicaily 
than it would have been if- al] industrial 
labor of women and children had been rig- 
idly prohibited for the last century and a 
half—and it is much worse off in other 
ways. For the institutions of woman and 
child labor have become so entrenched in 
our social system that it is quite generally 
taken for granted i» the lower economic 
levels that the ch:i.uren of the household 
will begin to take their part in adding to 
the family income as soon as the law per 
mits them to, and that the wife and mother 
will stand ready to add her contribution. 


Thus the children are deprived of the or- 
dinaty developmental experiences of piay 
recreation, prolonged education and the 
natural care and attention of the mother, 
while the iatter is subjected to the strain 
and fatigue of industrial tife tn addition 
to the ordinary demands of the home. Only 
the operation of social iaws regulating 
woman and child labor and education main- 
tains the family situation even on its pres- 
ent low plane. 

With a constant surplus of iabor avail- 
able, and compéting for employment, em-

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WESTERN ARTS GROU 
HOLDS FINAL SESSIONS 


Vienna Director Warns Against 
Too Much System in De- 
velopitfg Talent. 


The Western Arts Association 
conducted the final sessions today 
at Hotel Jefferson of its thirty- 
eighth annual convention with 500 
art instructors in public schools 
from Ohio to the Rocky Mount- 
tains in attendance. 

Formal sessions will conclude to- 
night, with addresses by Dr. Homer 
J. Smith, professor of industrial 
education, University of Minnesota; 
and Florence Fallgatter, Federal 
agent for home economics educa- 
tion. 

Dr. Eugen Gustav Steinhof; di- 
rector, National School of Deco- 
rative Art, Vienna, who lectures 
this afternoon on “The Discovery 
of the Student’s Personality,” spoke 
yesterday on methods of develop- 
ing the pupil's talent. 

Warning against too much sys- 
tem, Dr. Steinhof said: 

“Young men under any system, 
classical or modern, are the vic- 
tins of a triumphant routine. Be- 
fore they are able to flourish their 
fantasy dries up and dies with the 
exception of those prodigious tal- 
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Saturday! 


ence taught in this manner.” 

Comparing engineering and plas- 
tic arts, Dr. Steinhof pointed out 
engineering seeks to form ideas; 
the arts, emotions. Certain quali- 
sr of both should be blended, he 
said. 


“The only one of the plastic arts 
which has saved itself is architec- 
ture,” Dr. Steinhof continued, “be- 
cause it is most firmly linked with 
the world of modern thought, the 
world of engineering. We _may not 
find the new art in copying n- 
gineering but in the circle of our 
modern feelings and spiritual 
hopes; these are more in evidence 
today in engineering than in the 
arts of present day painting and 
sculpture.

Dr. Steinhof detailed his meth- 
ods of art instruction which, he 
said, preserved tho Pupil’s orig- 
inality and unified his ideas. Care 
is taken, he added, to see that the

Dr. Herbert J. Spinden, director 
of education, Brooklyn Museum, 
who spoke at a sectional meeting 
this morning on “Our Indian Heri- 
tage and How to Use It,” lectured 
yesterday n the ancient Mayan cav- 
ilization, showing pictures of Col. 
Lindbergh's. airplane explorations 
in Yucatan. 

“Civilization is based on the in- 
telligent use of leisure saved from 
the pursuit of food,” Dr. Spinden 
said, “and today we have such 
quantities of food and other do.

No matter how handsomely dec- 
orated may be the caterer’s cake 
for the birthday celebration, it 
won't taste any better than the one 
mother makes, “to be sure that ev- 
eryone has enough cake,” no mat- 
ter how limited the list of guests. 

A pink and white cake is lovely 
for special occasions, and while it 
takes time and close attention to 
prepare it, the result justifies the 
effort. A Lady Baltimore cake is 
good, too. 

And for a simple birthday sup- 
per, there is nothing more delicious 
than a fruit upside-down cake. 

Pink and White Cake. 
White Part. 
1% cups flour. 
% cup butter. 

1 cup sugar. 

% cup milk. 

2 teaspoons baking powder. 

4 egg whites, 

1 teaspoon vanilla. 

Pink Part. 

% cup flour. 

3 tablespoons butter. 
, % cup sugar. 

% cup milk. 

1% teaspoons baking powder. 

2 egg whites. 

Mix white and pink parts sépa- 
rately. In each case cream butter, 
add sugar, and cream together. Add 
milk alternately with the flour sift- 
er with baking powder. In both 
parts fold in the beaten egg whites 
and add the vanilla to white part. 

Pink Part—Put two tablespoons 
red cinnamon candies into milk 
and let stand until the coloring has 
dissolved. Take out candies and 
add colored milk to butter mixture. 
Bake in layers about 20 minutes 
at 375-400 degrees F. Put boiled 
frosting between layers and on top. 

Lady Baltimore Cake. 

Cream one cup butter and beat 
in two cups granulated sugar grad- 
ually. Add one cup milk and one 
teaspoon rose water. Next three 
and one-half cups flour sifted with 
three level teaspoons baking pow- 
der. Lastly, add the whites of six 
eggs beaten dry. Bake in three 
layér cake pans. 

Frosting. 

Stir three cups granulated sugar 
in one cup boiling water until sugar 
is dissolved, then let boil without 
stirring until the syrup from a 
spoon will spin a long thread, pour 
upon the whites of three eggs beat- 
en dry. beating constantly. Con- 
tinue beating until frosting is cold, 
add one cup chopped raisins, one 
cup chopped nut meats and five 
figs cut in thin slices; then spread 
upon the cake. 


Savory Sauerkraut. 

Heat half a cup of butter in a 
skillet until golden brown, add one 
quart sauerkraut and one-fourth 
teaspoon celery seed. Mix well us- 
ing a fork to separate the kraut. 
Cover and cook for five minutes. 
Serve hot.

_S. Ldbrary Left $69,955 With 
Liabilities of $77, 065. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 6.—Bernard 
Ernst, attorney for the estate, dis- 
closed today that although Harry 


Houdini, magician, died with prop- 


liabilities of the estate are greater 
than the assets. ‘“Over-generosity” 
was the explanation. The lawyer 
pointed out that Houdini in his will 
left his books on magic, valued at 
$500,000, to the Congressional Li- 
brary. Aside from the books, 
which represented the bulk of his 
wealth, Houdini left an estate of 
$69,955. Against this are liabili- 
ties of $77,065. 

The will did not specify that the 
library should be given to the Gov- 
ernment if 6ther assets were insuf- 
ficient to mect obligations, but dur- 
ing his life the magician regarded 
the disposal of the books in this 
manner as most important. For 
that .reason his widow.‘ Mrs. Be- 
atrice Houdini, carried out this pro- 
vision shortly after Houdini’s ate 
in 1926.

Suicides 


HOUGH some ruces have made 
T: virtue of suicide, most civil- 
ided peoples have looked upon 


rible. 

The act ig so deeply contrary to 
the ingrained drive of all living 
things for self-preservation, that it 
must be regarded as wvidence of a. 
diseased mind and of a deeply dis- 
turbed spirit. 

And yet very few suicides are 
the consequence of true insanity. 

Most of the men and women who 
take their own lives appear to be 
the victims not of insanity but of 
an pverwhélming disgust with life 
and of a paralyzing inability to cope 
with its problems. 

Not a few among suicides appear 
to be easily subject to suggestion, 
for styles in committing suicide ap- 
pear to be in mode from time to 
time. 

Let the public hear of any new 
method for self-destruction and 
within a short time there will be 
other such cases, 

It ig for thi: reason, in part, that 
suicide is considered by many as a 
mentally infectious disease. 

If it be such, then too, by im- 
plication, it ought to be prevent- 
able, and the fact is that there are 
a number of organizations existing 
whose sole purpose is to prevent 
would-be victims from destroying 
themselves. 

A common feature in this “men- 

tally infectious disease’ is the de- 
pression shown by the affected per- 
son. 
This, together with an interest in 
the methods of self-destruction, and 
possibly too, the threat or simple 
Statement that suicide is contem- 
plated, should serve as a warning. 

The cure of would-be suicides is 

essentially @ psychiatric matter. 
Often, however, it involves isola-- 
tion of the individual from his 
family, physical rest, and social and 
industrial rehabilitation. 
Suicide is not a fit subject for 
conversation in the presence of the 
young. To glorify or condone it, 
ig an invitation to disaster, a fact 
now widely recognized.
